EXICO could not remain aloof from the 
innovations, especially those of a social 
nature, which the whole world is experiencing. 
The nation is young; the new President is 
young, as are the majority of his Cabinet; the 
greater part of the legislators are young men. 
No previous govern- 
ment has had before 
it a program so de- 
tailed, and so minutely 
prepared by a political 
party, as is that of the 
present administration 
of General Lazaro 
Cardenas. 

In general, the pro- 
gram is_ socialistic. 
There is a desire for 
investigation, for 
preparation, for serv- 
ice. Preference will be 
given to the education 
of the great conglom- 
erate of farmers and 
laborers who consti- 
tute the majority of 
the population. Here 
are some eloquent 
facts relating to the 
budget for 1935, in 
comparison with that 
of 1934. The item 
for the War Depart- 
ment will remain the 
same. Education will 
receive an increase of 
26.17 percent, and 
will be 16 percent of the total budget. Public 
Health will receive an increase of 40.67 percent 
and will get 3.08 percent of the total. The 
Agriculture Department will get a 22.08 percent 
increase. ‘ Communications will get 13.32 per- 
cent of the total appropriations, and so on. All 
of this is symptomatic of an economic improve- 
ment, as well as a definite purpose to put the 
country on the road to the fullest development 
of its potentialities in every sense of the word. 

In spite of the frankly negative point of 
view with respect to the religious question, as 
manifested by legal decisions and official atti- 
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tudes, the evangelical element is confident that 
this state of affairs is temporary. To a great 
extent the legal resolutions and measures with 
reference to religious matters have their his- 
torical background. But the Evangelical 
Church in Mexico has nothing to be ashamed 
of in all the history of 
its conduct. It awaits 
eagerly and patiently 
the new day when 
there shall be absolute 
religious freedom. We 
trust in the salutory 
effects of experience 
and corrections, real- 
izing that no one is 
perfect or infallible 
among men. 
The Mexico Agency 
of the American Bible 
Society is at its post, 
doing all in its power 
to fulfil faithfully its 
commission to distrib- 
ute the Holy Scrip- 
tures. We thank God 
that, save in isolated 
cases, we have not 
been hampered in our 
work. People of all 
classes seek the Bible.

laws and regulations, 
federal and state, all 
religious bodies and 
activities are much limited at present. In this the 
Protestants share with the Roman Catholics, al- 
though the latter, having had by far the largest 
number of churches, priests, and schools, are 
more affected. Some of them, because of this, 
think the Protestants are favored and are more 
unfriendly therefore. This situation is truly 
difficult for the Protestants; but it is making 
them prudent and long-suffering as well as 
compassionate and zealous to make known the 
simple and regenerating truth which will set 
men free.

Converted in Jail by a Colporteur 


Our colporteur Daniel Cervantes, of Puebla, 
was the instrument in God’s hands to convert a 
young criminal in the Jalapa City jail. The 
colporteur and the prisoner had established a 
relationship through the mails. It appears that 
the first words of the colporteur which touched 
and humbled the prisoner because of his crime 
were the following, quoted from the Holy 
Scriptures: “Though your sins be as scarlet, 
they shall be white as snow; though they be 
red like crimson, they shall be like wool” 
(Isaiah 1:18). He became interested in know- 
ing the Scriptures. The colporteur gave him a 
copy, together with some tracts. He learned 
a few psalms by heart, particularly that which 
he liked most and which expressed his own 
feeling; namely, the fifty-first. Within a few 
months the prisoner distinguished himself in 
the jail for his good behavior, and was put in 
charge of the library of that penal institution. 
He spoke to other prisoners about Christ. At 
last he was given his liberty before his time 
was up, and went to Puebla. There he identi- 
fied himself with the church. He has since 
married, and he and his wife live happy in 
Christ. Undoubtedly, the Word of God is 
quick and powerful. 


Pay Day Is Coming 


*““T WONDER that hundreds of Christian 

men and women throughout the country, 
who have leisure time and are financially able 
to do so, do not do the kind of work I am do- 
ing. Instead of just rusting away, they would 
be getting thrills they never imagined possible. 
I never was in any business that I liked so 
much as I do this one; and while the pickings 
may be lean at times,—usually are,—I am not 
unmindful that pay day is coming and the Lord 
will never be anyone’s debtor.” 

Such is the conclusion drawn from twenty 
months’ experience by the Rev. Fred W. C. 
Wurst. A retired clergyman, making head- 
quarters at Elizabeth, New Jersey, he took up 
the work of Scripture distribution, as a corre- 
spondent of the Eastern Agency, with the zeal 
and ambition of a true missionary. He has 
gone from door to door, seeking out those 
whom he could help. It is not a desultory job, 
but a systematic campaign. Alike in a small 
community, or in a section of a large town, he 


seeks to pass none by, in taking the Word of 
God and its spirit and teaching to homes and 
individuals needing and lacking it. 

Incidents culled from letters not only illus- 
trate activities and methods, but may stimulate 
others to like service. 

Arriving at a little village 
which was termed a “hard 
place” and with weather un- 
favorable, still undaunted, 
he set out on his rounds. 
Here are some results: At 
the first cottage, a 50-cent 
Bible sold itself to the maid. 
A man ina flour mill bought 
a 25-cent Bible, as did a 
woman at a doctor’s home. At another home, a 
young woman serving as a maid proved to have 
graduated from a Baptist seminary and was 
trying to earn enough money to pay a doctor’s 
bill, in order to be free to enter into some mis- 
sion service. Lonely, somewhat discouraged,

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she was put in touch with neighboring Chris- 
tians, given access to helpful books, and cheered 
on her way. A minister’s widow found in dire 
circumstances proved to have had training as a 
nurse, and was introduced to those who could 
put work in her way. 

“I sized up the last house in the town, and it 
looked utterly hopeless. The children said their 
mother wasn’t interested, and it was easy to be- 
lieve them. However, it seemed ridiculous, 
after the long walk I took, not to call and see 
if I couldn’t talk with the woman, even though 
she didn’t want to buy. I went around the 
back, into a shed, with a cow and a calf follow- 
ing me to the kitchen door. The door opened, 
a pleasant woman invited me and said she 
wanted a Bible for her children. She had four. 
As she wanted a flexible cover, I could not sat- 
isfy her with the stock I carried. Next day I 
walked five miles over icy roads and let her 
have a Bible that suited her for $1.75. You 
should have seen how delighted she was. She 
promised me she would send the children to 
Sunday school, and a Sunday-school man prom- 
ised me he would get after her to see that she 
did it. This may seem like a small thing, but I 
get a real thrill out of it.” 

Passing a beautiful large brick home, he 
stopped, was told by the caretaker that the 
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The Fifteen Hundred 
Translation of the Bible into Armenian 


UNIQUE celebration among anniversaries 

and centennials was held in New York on 
December 9. The year 1934 is regarded as the 
1500th anniversary of the translation of the 
whole Bible into Armenian. Although Chris- 
tianity had been implanted in Armenia in the 
fourth century by Gregory the Illuminator, its 
weakness was marked until the cooperation of 
two vigorous men, Mesrop the teacher and 
priest, and Sahak the Catholicos (or Patriarch) 
of the church. The turning point was their dis- 
covery that the causes of this weakness were 
the conduct of services in Greek and Syriac 
rather than Armenian, and the lack of Scrip- 
tures in Armenian. Unused in written form, 
the language required an alphabet. Experi- 
ments with an ancient cuneiform alphabet prov- 
ing fruitless, Mesrop and his associates traveled 
and studied widely to produce a new one. Their 
success appears in the alphabet and character 
forms still in use. 

On this foundation Sahak, Mesrop, Eznik, 
and others, venerated in the Armenian (Apos- 
tolic) Church as “the Holy Translators,” com- 
pleted about 434 A. D. the first translation of 
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owner was seriously ill, and left an appropriate 
little pamphlet. Across the way, in another 
fine home, a chat with the caretaker opened the 
way to a later talk with the absent owner. 
Cheered by cordial receptions in a number of 
Christian homes, he was also confronted by 
those who thought themselves free from the 
need of the Bible and its message. 

“Sometimes, when the day’s work is done, 
one’s mind is so full of the personalities he has 
had to do with during the day, that the ques- 
tion of financial profit doesn’t mean so much.” 
Friendly relations have developed in the regions 
visited; homes are opened, and earnest talks 
on religious themes welcomed. Some give the 
names of others whom they would have him 
reach with the Bible and the Bible message, and 
thus more Bibles are sold. 

“Today was pretty cold, but I sold a $1.25 
Bible, a 54-cent Testament, and a 19-cent Tes- 
tament—all A. B. S. books. I walked about 
six miles and thought I would perish with the 
cold. I had a long talk with a woman who had 
lost a two-year-old child, and another with a 
mother and two daughters. I know the Lord 
heard it, but I wish you might have been behind 
the curtain somewhere. Talk about getting 
satisfaction out of life,—I never knew there 
was such a wonderful job as I have.”

the whole Bible into Armenian. They also in- 
spired the translation of other works, stimulated 
education, and brought about a renaissance of 
national religious and intellectual life that has 
influenced all the varied history of Armenia 
and the Armenians—a phenomenon that has 
been repeated again and again in the history of 
the translation of the Scriptures. 

The celebration, which was held in Synod 
Hall through the courtesy of the Rt. Rev. Wil- 
liam T. Manning, was sponsored by the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, for many years the chief 
publisher of Scriptures in Ancient and Modern 
Armenian. Dr. John H. Finley of the New 
York Times, a Vice President of the Society, 
and Mr. V. M. Kurkjian, director of the Ar- 
menian General Benevolent Union, delivered 
addresses, the latter in Armenian. The Rev. 
A. A. Bedikian, of the Armenian Evangelical 
Church, spoke in English in behalf of the Ar- 
menian community. The climax of the occa- 
sion was the reading of Scripture passages from 
the Society’s copy of the first printed Armenian 
Bible issued in Amsterdam in 1666. These 
were read by the Rt. Rev. Mampre Calfayan, 
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acting primate of the Armenian Apostolic 
Church in America. Dr. Calfayan also ex- 
pressed in Armenian the appreciation of the 
Armenian Church for the occasion; the trans- 
lation of his statement being read by Dr. R. 
Constantian, the son of the late Avedis Con- 
stantian, one of the principal editors of the cur- 
rent text of the Ancient Armenian Bible, and 
one of the chief revisers of the Armeno-Turk- 
ish Bible. 

The choir of the Holy Cross Armenian 
Church contributed some very beautiful litur- 
gical music to the occasion. 


The Advisory 


HE By-laws of the Board of Managers of 
the American Bible Society contain an ar- 
ticle opening with these sentences : 


There shall be an Advisory Council formed of 
representatives appointed by the evangelical Chris- 
tian bodies in the United States whose general 
organizations endorse the work of the American 
Bible Society and request or require their churches 
to contribute to the work of the Society. This 
Council shall cooperate with the Board of Man- 
agers in interesting the churches which they rep- 
resent, in the work of the Society, and shall ad- 
vise the Board as to its purposes and plans. 


In harmony with the provision of this by- 
law, the Advisory Council was invited to meet 
at the Bible House on Monday, December 3. 
Representatives of twenty denominations were 
present. Because of illness and last minute 
emergencies, the appointees of seven denomina- 
tions were unable to come. 

During the opening devotional period the 
Rev. John A. Mackay, D.D., one of the secre- 
taries of the Board of Foreign Missions of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U. S. A., spoke 
impressively from his knowledge of the So- 
ciety’s work in South America, illustrating the 
influence of the Scriptures on the lives of in- 
dividuals and communities from his personal 
observation and experience, and _ earnestly 
stressed the importance of the circulation of 
the Bible. After a cordial greeting from Presi- 
dent Manson, the Rev. Dr. F. W. Burnham, 
representative of the Disciples of Christ, was 
elected chairman. 

“The Society’s Basic Principles and Some 
New Emphases,” the first topic of discussion, 
was presented by Secretary North, during the 
course of which the Council was familiarized 
with the Society’s new plans for work in the 
United States, an outline of which has since ap- 
peared in the December issue of the REecorp. 

“The Society's Ministry to and through the 
Churches” was presented and discussed by Sec- 
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Associated with the Society in sponsoring the 
occasion were the Rev. H. G. Benneyan, Mr. 
M. Karagheusian, the Rev. Dr. Robert F. Lau, 
Dr. Robert E. Speer, Mr. Barclay Acheson, the 
Rev. Dr. Robert M. Hopkins, and the Rev. Dr. 
Fred F. Goodsell. 

While this celebration was being planned, 
there was received from the Catholicos of the 
Armenian Apostolic Church, at Etchmiadzian, 
an encyclical setting aside the year from Octo- 
ber 1934 to October 1935, as a national jubilee 
in memory of the work of “the Holy Trans- 
lators.”

retary Brown, following which the discussion 
centered in a consideration of the financial sup- 
port which the Society is receiving from the 
denominations. 

During the luncheon period Secretary Tucker, 
of the Brazil Agency, related in an effective 
way some of the experiences of his forty-seven 
years of service; and Dr. Broomfield, president 
of the Methodist Protestant Church, tellingly 
described the gift of a New Testament made to 
him upon his arrival in the United States as a 
Scottish immigrant boy. 

At the afternoon session Treasurer Darling- 
ton told of certain of the Society’s recent pub- 
lication problems and accomplishments, describ- 
ing also some of the factors which have affected 
the Society’s financial operations in recent 
years. 

At three o’clock the Council went into ses- 
sion with the Budget Committee of the Board 
of Managers, and after considering and dis- 
cussing the detailed budget for 1935, and its 
relation to probable income, recommended it 
to the Board of Managers, for adoption. 

It was a pleasure to welcome for the first 
time a representative of the Evangelical Synod 
of Missouri (Lutheran) in the person of the 
Rev. A. F. Bobzin, D.D., president of the 
American Lutheran Publicity Bureau. An- 
other happy feature was the attendance for the 
first time of three bishops from the three col- 
ored churches regularly supporting the Society. 
Only one layman was present to balance the 
usual percentage of presidents, stated clerks, 
pastors, professors, and executive secretaries. 

A committee appointed by the Council pre- 
sented a series of findings, which were adopted. 
The principal ones are: 


Findings of the Advisory Council 


Recognizing the truth of the statement made in his 
address at the devotional session of the Council by 
the Rev. John A. Mackay, D.D., secretary of the 
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Board of Foreign Missions of the Presbyterian 
Church in the U. S. A., that “spiritual declension 
coincides with the omission of reading the Bible,” 
we rejoice to learn that the increase in the distribu- 
tion of Bibles and Testaments during the past year 
gives hope that we may again experience that re- 
vival which marked the secondary depression follow- 
ing the Civil War in the years 1878-82. 

We rejoice to learn of the progress made in China, 
Japan, and elsewhere in collaboration between the 
American and British Bible Societies, which results 
in allaying confusion in the minds of the nationals 
and in actually saving expense. 

We are impressed with the value of the service of the 
American Bible Society in their production of 
leaflets, pageants, illustrated lectures, and Bible ex- 
hibits, and with the growing usefulness of the insti- 
tution known as “Universal Bible Sunday.” 

We urge every member of the Advisory Council to 
feel a very real sense of responsibility to his own 
church constituency, to keep the churches informed 
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of the work of the Society, and to labor to the end 
that both denominational and individual support shall 
be increasingly secured. 

We are profoundly impressed by the statement of Dr. 
North suggesting the opportunity for renovating the 
life of the American people through the fuller use 
of the Scriptures in individual and family life. To 
this end, we heartily indorse every means which 
will encourage the reading and study of the Scrip- 
tures, 

We are impressed with the fact, that the American 
Bible Society stands in a position where it virtually 
serves as a Board of each and all of the Christian 
denominations, and, since the churches are the real 
trustees for the distribution of the Scriptures, we 
strongly urge that every denomination seriously con- 
sider the claims of the American Bible Society, not 
as a public institution, but as an arm of their own 
church, whose resources and world-service it has the 
same high privilege to support as support is given 
to other boards and agencies of their denomination.

The Budget of 1935 


HE faithfulness of the Society’s sup- 
porters manifested in 1933 and 1934, ex- 
ceeding the conservative expectations of the 


Managers, has been the major factor in the ad~ 


vance of the budget for 1935. For this the 
Managers are profoundly grateful. It is not 
only an assurance of conviction concerning the 
imperative character of the need for the distri- 
bution of the Scriptures, but it demonstrates 
that, if new friends can be reached, the level of 
the support—and thus the work—of the So- 
ciety can be permanently raised. In the en- 
deavor which will be made to do this, we be- 
speak the aid of our devoted supporters. Income 
from living donors is disproportionately low. 
The budget of 1935 is therefore a budget of 


restoration. Taking the average of the ten 
years from 1921 to 1930 as 100 percent, the So- 
ciety reduced its expenditures, by successive 
steps, from 6 percent above the average in 1930 
to 27 percent below the average after the bank- 
ing holiday in March 1933. The reduction of 
general prices during this period, two reduc- 
tions in salaries, the fall in British and Japanese 
exchanges and the price of silver, as well as the 
use of certain liberal cash balances, helped to 
break the full force of these reductions. Also 
annual appropriations to the Society’s pension 
fund were deferred during 1933 and 1934, and 
many other economies were put into effect. 
One result of all these measures, which were 
promptly taken, was that the Society received 
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an excess of income over its expenditures in 
both 1933 and 1934. This occurred largely be- 
cause income from living donors did not fall off 
as much during 1933 and 1934 as was antici- 
pated from experience in a similar period after 
the Civil War, the drop being 52 percent in 
1933 as compared with 63 percent in 1878. It 
is estimated that income from living donors for 
1934 was about equal to that for 1933, although 
a further reduction of 15 percent was allowed 
for. Income from securities in 1933 and 1934 
also exceeded the amount estimated, as the So- 
ciety’s income from bonds held up remarkably 
well, and back interest on a number of guaran- 
teed mortgages was collected. 

While the estimated income for 1935 ap- 
peared to justify “an 80-percent budget,” or 20 
percent below the average of 1921-1930, the 
Advisory Council and the Budget Committee, 
meeting early in December, recommended to 
the Board that, in addition to the increase of 
about 10 percent in the budget income, part of 
the excess income over expenses received dur- 
ing the past two years should be added to the 
budget for 1935, making it “an 85-percent 
budget” of restoration. 

In this way provision was made not only for 
the rise in prices and expenses that is taking 
place, but also for the appropriation of $12,000 
per year to the pension fund, and for the rise 
in the pound and in silver which affects the So- 
ciety’s work in parts of the foreign field. This 
additional appropriation takes the place, in large 
part, of unexpended balances and reserve funds 
which were being called upon in 1933 and 1934. 
It will also make possible a restoration of a 
small part of the reductions in the work that 
have been made during the past five years, at a 
time when the demand for Bibles and Testa- 
ments in the United States is increasing, and 
when throughout the world many people have 
more leisure to study the Holy Scriptures and 
turn to them for comfort and guidance, just as 
they did in a similar period during 1878-1885 
after the Civil War. 

The estimated income for the budget of 1935 
is analyzed as follows: Churches, $95,000 
($23,600 more than was estimated for 1934) ; 
individual donors, $85,000 ($8,500 more than 
estimated a year ago); Auxiliaries, $9,000 
($2,000 less than a year ago); or a total from 
living donors of $189,000 ($30,100 more than 
the estimate for 1934). This is approximately 
$15,500 less than the income of 1933 from these 
sources. The estimated income from legal 
trusts and available investments was set at 
$131,000 after a careful examination of all the 
securities; this being $2,500 more than esti- 
mated for 1934. To these amounts are added 
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$120,000 from legacies and $70,000 from ter- 
minated annuities, both these being stabilized 
by equalization funds; $3,000 net from Bible 
House rents, and $1,000 from miscellaneous. 
From gifts and income of funds for the 
Blind, $10,000; from the Huston funds for 
plates, $16,650; and from unexpended balances 
of income over appropriation expenditure, 
$40,000,—are also applied to the budget of 1935. 
The last two items are brought into the state- 
ment of income and expense for the first time 
in this budget. The total budgeted resources, 
not including estimated returns from sales, 
amounts to $580,650, as compared with a cor- 
responding figure of $509,026 for 1934. With 
the addition of expected income from sales in 
the United States of America of $275,000; and 
$130,450 of returns from sales and gifts on the 
foreign field, the grand total of estimated in- 
come is $986,100,—an increase of $60,000. 
The scope and nature of the expense budget 
can readily be grasped from the paragraphs 
which follow. It represents essentially the 
holding steady of the. work everywhere, very 
slight increases in some of the work abroad, the 
opening of the new District and Depository 
office in Atlanta, a provision for needed accu- 
mulation toward liabilities for retiring allow- 
ances, and some provision to meet rising costs. 
It is an encouraging budget on the whole. 
May its every dollar be multiplied in service to 
mankind through the seed sowing of The Book.

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A Notable Career 


Nis than fifty-five years ago, a young 
college student, in a vacation period, 
served the American Bible Society as a colpor- 
teur in the hills of Tennessee. Now he retires 
from active work with the Society after serving 
for forty-seven years as its Secretary in the 
Republic of Brazil. As one thinks of the Rev. 
Hugh C. Tucker, D.D., LL.D., one thinks not 
so much of him as one crowned with years, for 
his vigor and spirit belie his age; but as of one 
crowned with fine achievement in many enter- 
prises for the advancement of Christianity and 
the welfare of humanity. 

Called to Brazil as pastor of the English- 
speaking church in. Rio, in 1885, he was ap- 
pointed by the American Bible Society in 1887 
to the charge of its work in Brazil. In those 
early days when transportation facilities were 
meager and the population scattered, Dr. 
Tucker, who soon became proficient in Portu- 
guese, made long and arduous journeys. With 
the passing of the years and similar journeys 
made by colporteurs and correspondents under 
his direction, he has seen an unusually rich 
fruitage, not-only in lives and families and 
communities blessed by the Bible unaccom- 
panied by any human teaching, but also by 
groups thus gathered forming themselves into 
churches, linking up with missions of different 
denominations, and becoming the nuclei of 
spreading evangelical Christianity. During 
these forty-seven years, he has had the privi- 
lege of reporting over 2,500,000 Bibles, Testa- 
ments, and Portions distributed in that great 
republic. 

Diligent and effective as he was in his spe- 
cific duties, Dr. Tucker has been so wide in his 
interest and his influence, that he has touched 
also the general religious, educational, and civic 
life of the people among whom he has worked. 
The first Y. M. C. A. in Brazil was organized 
in his office, as was the Brazil Sunday-school 
Union. Steps looking to cooperation in mis- 
sionary and educational work have been con- 
stantly fostered and fathered by him. He has 
taken important interest in the recently organ- 
ized Evangelical Confederation of Brazil. 

The work of the Society, spreading over the 
republic and naturally linking up with all evan- 
gelical missions, gave him knowledge and ex- 
perience which naturally led to invitations to 
participate in the Edinburgh and Jerusalem 
missionary conferences; the Panama and the 
Montevideo congresses in Latin America, and 
the World Sunday School conventions at Los 
Angeles and Rio de Janeiro. 

Concern over the sanitary and civic condi- 


tions of the great city in which he was resident, 
led to activities which shared in the establish- 
ment of hospitals, nurses’ training, children’s 
playgrounds, and the curbing of yellow fever. 
Such services and his personal worth gave him 
unusual entrée in government circles, and re- 
sulting influence, which were used to the ad- 
vancement of wise and liberal policies. 

It was undoubtedly this happy relation, not 
only with all classes, but with those in author- 
ity, that opened the way to obtain the site of 
the new Bible House, the approval of its archi- 
tecture which set the style for that whole city 
block, and the adoption of the name Mrs.

Tucker suggested for the street on which it 
stands. 

Not only has Dr. Tucker written the annual 
report on the work and conditions in Brazil for 
nearly half a century,—a mine of information, 
—but he is also the author of a volume, “The 
Bible in Brazil.” With larger leisure he plans 
further writing. 

Dr. and Mrs. Tucker are, at present, in the 
United States and plan to return to their home 
in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, late in the spring. 

The Board of Managers, on December 6, 
1934, adopted the following minute: 


The Board of Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety expresses to the Rev. Hugh C. Tucker, D.D., 
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LL.D., its very high appreciation of his extremely 
able and devoted service to the Bible cause and to the 
Society in the forty-seven years in which he has been 
the Secretary of the Society’s Agency in Brazil. 
Under his guidance the work of the distribution of the 
Scriptures has been greatly extended both by the pio- 
neering labors of the early days and the constructive 
statesmanship of recent years. The foundations have 
been laid for a large and permanent advance, of which 
the new Bible House is the symbol and is, in a real 
sense, the result of Dr. Tucker’s genius. 
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Dr. Tucker’s accomplishments for the Bible cause 
have been paralleled by exceptional service rendered 
to the Christian cause as a whole in relation to 
churches, missions, and Christian organizations in 
Brazil. In innumerable ways he has aided and estab- 
lished Christian and benevolent enterprises of the first 
importance. 

None of these things could have been accomplished 
without that genial and sterling Christian character 
that has endeared him to a host of friends, and to 
none more than to his colleagues in the Society. 


Sample Workers in China 


HO do the work and how they do it are 

important factors in the great work of 
distributing the Scriptures. Especially is this 
so of those who carry the Word out among the 
millions of China. Workers and methods are 
alike many. But imagination is helped to draw 
the fuller picture even if only glimpses of parts 
are caught. So the following illustrations are 
given. The first is from the pen of Dr. Carle- 
ton Lacy, Secretary of 
the China Agency; the 
second from that of the 
Rev. Frank K. Jowe, 
Field Secretary of the 
North China Sub- 
agency; and the last 
from the pen of a 
worker himself, trans- 
mitted by Dr. Lacy. 


Miss Wen in Peiping 


“Peiping is so differ- 
ent,” wrote a friend the 
other day. She had 
just been married and 
had gone there to live. 
elhescitymis ¢dark «by 
nine o’clock,—it’s so quiet,—almost everything 
takes place in the homes.” 

In such a city what could be more appro- 
priate than the assignment of a refined, conse- 
crated woman to carry the Bible into these 
many, many homes. This was made possible 
by a bequest to the American Bible Society 
designated for this purpose. The right woman 
was found in the Union Bible Training School, 
a daughter of the manse, Miss Wen Tsun-ying. 
She graduated last June, but before that had 
spent a summer in this Bible work, and had 
made up her mind to accept an appointment 
with the Bible Society as her vocation—her 
calling—when she had finished school. 

Her experiences have been varied. Many 
lonely, miserable souls needing comfort and the 
saving power of Christ await her coming. 
Among the most soul-hungry are some of cul-

ture and wealth. One woman she found had 
read a good deal of Buddhist and Taoist litera- 
ture, but had obtained no comfort there. So 
she had resolved to read no more of religion.

Then came Miss Wen to open for 
her the book that had been closed. Now it is 
being studied, and our Biblewoman returns to

Mr. Liu Shun Ho is one of the most remark- 
able workers that the Society ever had in China. 
His selling average is two thousand volumes a 
month—nearly seventy Bible portions a day. 
Yet he was not satisfied with distributing the 
books alone. He wanted to.have power to win 
souls for Christ. On hearing of a spiritual 
movement in the southern part of Shantung, 
he asked for permission to travel on foot to 
that place, and sell portions on the way. This 
he did. He walked altogether 2,900 li (a li 
equals about one third of a mile) with over a 
hundred pounds of Bible portions that he car- 
ried with a pole on his shoulder. He passed 
through over a hundred and seventy cities and 
towns, and numberless villages. He sold 19,200 
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Bible portions, and over fifty copies of the 
Bible. Now that he has got what he sought 
for, he is working with double zeal in the 
northern part of this province. 


A Daily Diary 


An unedited report of Colporteur Tang Chi- 
cheng, of the Chung Hwa Shen Kung Hwei 
(Episcopal Church), Yenyang, Shensi, work- 
ing in one of the poorest, most difficult fields. 
From his record of a month a composite fort- 
night is presented. 

Saturday: Traveled 3 li* to Young Ching 
Pao. Clouds and breeze in the morning. I met 
three peasants; talking about Jesus, the poor 
man’s helper. And also met a shroff for col- 
lecting accounts; talked about story of Don’t 
squeeze when money passes through your hand. 
No one objects to this idea, but one of them 
just asked me, “What is your proof?” I 
showed him the portions and told him he will 
find it in this book. 6 portions were sold. 

Sunday: It is a fine day today. I am read- 
ing Scriptures in the morning. After attend- 
ing the communion dinner, we are talking about 
the plan of the work and how to make progress. 

Monday: In the city. Today is not rainy, 
but cloudy. JI am preaching at the front of the 
Episcopal Church, about Jesus the True God; 
the crowd are so pleased to listen. 

Tuesday: In the city. It is very cloudy and 
the sky becomes dark all the day. I am preach- 
ing about the Truth will get you freedom, 
wherever you believe Jesus you will get free- 
dom. This time about 30 attended. 

7 portions were sold. 

Wednesday: Traveled 10 li* to Nan An Vil- 
lage. It is fine in the morning. I am preach- 
ing about “Be not afraid,” said Jesus, “only 
believe.” There were about 20 in attendance, 
three of them are willing to research the Bible 
and I showed them what was said in the gospel. 

4 portions were sold. 

Thursday: Blue sky and sunshine in the 
morning. I am preaching about Jesus is light, 
light will drive away the dark, man must have 
light, without light the man falls down. The 
crowd pays very much attention to this preach- 
ing. From afternoon to the evening is very 
hot. 5 portions were sold. 

Friday: In the North Street. Very cloudy 
today. There were more than 50 in attendance, 
listening to my preaching. I am talking about 
the Jesus who would relieve one’s difficulties, 
but some one comments that Jesus is a for- 
eigner, it is too far to believe people from one 
place to another; one should depend on himself 
to be relieved. 


*Li= about % mile. 
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Saturday: Traveled 20 li to Nan Shaui Li. 
It is slightly cloudy today. I am preaching 
about Jesus as a wonderful man. No cross- 
examination is made, it seems very quiet today. 
The attendance is about 80, and four of them 
intent to be Christians. 15 portions were sold. 

Sunday: Rain never stops today. Attend the 
Sunday service. And preach a part of Psalms 
about the word of Love to each other. And 
play organ, and write poetry and scriptures. 

Monday: Rain stopped today, but muddy. 
I am preaching at the market about man trou- 
ble with the money, but no one understands 
after he dies. 

i uesday Traveled 25 li to Vai Shai Lin 1t 
is fine today, with no clouds. I am preaching 
about Jesus preaching to meet the evil. 

13 portions were sold.

Wednesday: Traveled: 10 li to Wai Kia 
Chuen. Rain already stopped. And quite clear 
today. There is a school in this village and I 
take chance to preach about the God who gives 
you boys intelligence; all intelligence belongs 
to God, if one believes God one must be blessed. 
After this preaching is made all boys asked for 
books. 30 portions were sold. 

Thursday: Traveled 20 li to Chao Kia. 
Weather is fine today. I am preaching about 
Jesus able to cure the man’s sickness, and God 
can help poor people. There is a big crowd over 
40 persons, some people asked me to continue 
this preaching, I told them what I have said is 
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all in this book, so that many people wished to 
buy my portions. 15 portions were sold. 

Friday: Traveled 20 li to Fun Pu. It is 
very fine today with a little breeze. In passing 
through one village I saw two aged farmers 
talking together one of them said, “I am old 
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now, I should have a place to rest,” and one of 
them replied, “That is no difference about old 
and young when you go to heaven.” I told him 
this is the book needed now, because I believe 
this religion for seventeen years, so I am still 
strong. 


Dr. Parkin Retires

his responsibilities to the Rev.

Dr. Parkin, in thus 
retiring from active duties, 
joins those of whose service 
throughout its history the Society may well be 
proud. Coming to the Society in 1917 from 
more than thirty years of successful pastorates 
in New England, Pennsylvania, and New Jer- 
sey, in which he was much beloved, Dr. Parkin 
brought to the work a trained and cultured 
mind and a warm Christian spirit. His admin-

During the years of his 
incumbency as executive of the Agency, over 
4,600,000 volumes of Bibles, Testaments, and 
Portions were circulated in its area. 

The Managers of the American Bible Society 
express to him their gratitude for his devotion, 
his skill, and his friendship, and wish for him 
and Mrs. Parkin many years of peace and joy. 


Where the Need Is Constant and Great

ESPITE all that has been said by scien- 

tists, agnostics, atheists, and infidels 
against the teaching of the Holy Scriptures, the 
people are still crying for Bibles. Appeals come 
continuously. Excerpts from three will illus- 
trate this fact. A minister in New Orleans 
wrote: 

“This note is addressed to you in the interest 
of the Bible study department of Division No. 
320, New Orleans Universal Negro Improve- 
ment Association, which has the largest inter- 
denominational Sunday afternoon Bible class in 
the state of Louisiana. It is a definite purpose 
of the organization to afford our people a clear 
light on the gospel, and eliminate from their 
minds all radical trends, along both religious 
and secular lines. 

“Due to the very heavy burdens carried by the 
organization under exacting economic condi- 
tions, we find ourselves unable to buy sufficient 
Bibles for our students. We are praying that 
after you investigate, and find whether or not 
our cause is worthy, God may move on your 
hearts to the extent that you will donate to us 
as many Bibles as you can spare us.” 

The clear and forcible manner in which the

writer states the purpose for which the Bibles 
are sought, makes a very strong appeal to those 
who have in hand the circulation of the Scrip- 
tures. 

A young minister writes from Saint Louis: 
“Since my graduation, in June, I have had 
charge of three mission stations, and I wish to 
make an earnest appeal to you. We have abso- 
lutely no financial backing of any kind, our 
church itself being greatly in debt, especially in 
the mission treasury. But the need of Bibles 
is so urgent that I now appeal to you. One of 
our missions is among a large population of 
colored people. Another is a bureau for friend- 
less colored women.” 

This young minister is one of high ideals, 
with a body tingling with youth and a heart 
warm with the love of God. We feel happy 
when we can send Bibles to places like those. 

Another writes from Nebraska: “I am a so- 
cial worker of Federal Emergency Relief Ad- 
ministration, and am located in a large colored 
neighborhood. I am carrying a caseload for 
approximately 185 separate families. These 
families range from three to four people. In 
this community there are at least sixty homes 
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without Bibles. I have been trying to manage 
in some way to put a Bible in each home. 
Please let me know what you can do for us.” 

Such requests are constantly coming up be- 
fore us. Our hearts go out for these needy 
people. We supply just as many of these as 
our means will permit, and especially the very 
small churches and mission places which have 
no financial backing. Too often, it is true, that 
the importance of these small places is over- 
looked. In some of the more populous towns, 
there can be found four or five churches of de- 
nominations differing very little in creed, pol- 
icy, and religious activities, trying to serve the 
purpose that two or three ought to serve. Then, 
also, there are often too many small churches, 
improperly located, making their existence very 
difficult. The majority of the small 
churches are located in out-of-the- 
way places, where, for the most part, 
they are the only uplifting agencies. 
These little churches can be found all 
throughout the southland. Go away 
off down on the large isolated farms, 
where the will of the landlords is the 
law, where the program is work, from 
fae rising to the setting of the sun, 
from day to day, from week to week, 
from year to year. Look out across 
the way, and you will see that little 
church sitting on the hill. This little 
church and the little one- or two-room 
schoolhouse constitute the only agen- 
cies of human uplift in all that dark 
community. If these should fail, 
every ray of light would be extin- 
guished. The people would be left to 
follow the desires of their own hearts 
into the lowest depth of debauchery. 
But these little churches, coupled with 
the little schoolhouses, form the cen- 
ter of religious, social and intellectual 
activities in their communities. Go out on the 
turpentine farms of Mississippi, Alabama, and 
Georgia; go around the lumber camps and oil 
fields to which all kind of people drift for all 
kinds of purposes, and you will find among the 
colored group these little churches located here 
and yonder, pointing the people to higher and 
better living. 

These little churches—especially among the 
colored people, as the colored man is naturally 
religiously inclined—are helping to fight the 
battles of the nation. The people from these 
out-of-the-way places are constantly drifting 
into the large cities, and making life there more 
complex. But with the religious training given 
them in these small churches from which they 
come, it is an easier matter to develop them 
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into good citizens and effective Christian 
workers. 

In one of our southern cities a very promi- 
nent white citizen was driving a friend of his, 
from the North, over the city, pointing out im- 
portant and interesting features. He finally 
came to one of the colored sections of the town, 
paused for a few minutes, and said to the vis- 
itor, “Do you see all these churches out here 
in this part of town?” The visitor replied, “I 
do.” The citizen continued, “They are worth 


more just to keep order in this town than all 
the policemen on the force.” 

These little churches are constantly calling 
for grants of Bibles, more Bibles,—and the 
larger portions of our grants are going to them. 
Yet we cannot overlook the claims of the larger.

THE DECEMBER MEETING OF THE BOARD 


HE eighth stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the American Bible Society 
in its one hundred and nineteenth year was 
held at the Bible House on Thursday, Decem- 
ber 6, at 3: 30 p. m., President John T. Manson 
in the chair. 
Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. Benjamin H. Smith. 


The minutes of the seventh stated meeting 
were presented and approved. The budget for 
1935, as recommended by the Budget Commit- 
tee supported by the Advisory Council, was 
presented. Appropriations for the year 1935 
were adopted, totaling, together with antici- 
pated receipts from foreign fields, $986,100. 

Report was made of the sixteenth annual 
meeting of the Advisory Council held on De- 
cember 3, representatives of twenty denomina- 
tions being present (see page 6). 

The minutes of the standing committees were 
presented and approved and their recommenda- 
tions adopted. 

The reallocation of territory to Depositories 
and Districts under the new plans for work in 
the United States was approved, the Southern 
District being one distinctly new grouping. 
The appointment of the Rev. Benjamin H. 
Smith as Secretary of the Southern District 
was approved. The headquarters of the Hous- 
ton Division of the Colored Agency were 
changed to Dailas. 

The retirement of the Rev. Hugh C. Tucker, 
D.D., LL.D., as Secretary of the Brazil Agency 
was sanctioned. The Board adopted a resolu- 
tion concerning his long and valuable service 
(see page 9). Assistant Secretary Turner 
was appointed Acting Agency Secretary, Brazil. 

Cheng Ching-yi, Litt.D., LL.D., recent chair- 
man of the Advisory Council of the Bible So- 
ciety of China, was elected an Honorary Life 
Member of the American Bible Society. 

_The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of September: Brazil, 2,440 
volumes, valued at $1,461.86; Caribbean, 9,277 
volumes, valued at $973.48; Mexico, 32 vol- 
umes, valued at $30.16; Siam, 97 volumes, 
valued at $53.96; Upper Andes, 112 volumes, 
valued at $98.59; West Indies, 140 volumes, 
valued at $111.05; total volumes, 12,098; total 
value, $2,729.10.
